He was in business on 
Montgomery street for about thirty 
years. In later years he traveled ex- 
tensively and gave illustrated lectures 
on travels before church and other so-. 
cieties. He was made a director of the 
California College of Pharmacy in 
1909. He was a member of the Grand 
Jury that indicted the so-called graft- 
ers of San Francisco. |

plain better than anything else the high 
appreciation in which W. M. Searby 
was held by all with whom he was 
associated. The resolutions by the 
Board of Regents is a masterpiece of 
its kind. . We also wish to correct an 
omission in the sketch of the life of

Accord- 
ing to the secretary’s report, the Cali- 
fornia State Board of Pharmacy is still 
outside the fold. We wonder ‘why. 
Some states already exchange certifi- 
cates and within a few years the meth- 
ods of college instruction and of state 
board examination and requirement 
should be sufficiently uniform to make 


the exchange of certificates general | 


throughout the United States. 


COMMERCIAL Harry B. Mason, in 
PHARMACY paper read at the Los 
Angeles meeting (A. Ph, A.), declared 
that pharmacy was fifty per cent pro- 
fession and fifty per cent trade, and 
that the college of pharmacy curricu- 
lum should be arranged accordingly. 
We agree with Mr. Mason in the first 
part of his statement. We have seen 
many large so-called drug stores in 
which we failed to detect anything 
which might be classed as belonging to 
pharmacy as a profession. We also 
believe that certain phases of com- 
mercial pharmacy should be taught in 
all first-class colleges, but not for a 
moment do we admit that anything like 
hfty per cent of the college instruction 
should be devoted to the business or 
commercial side of pharmacy. The 
first and.all-important function of the 
college of pharmacy is to give adequate 
instruction in pharmacy as a science 
and as a profession.

2. Equipment of store. 

3. Purchase of stock. | 

4. Ethical, rational and_ scientific ad- 
vertising methods. 

5. Business details (as they pertain to 
pharmacy) of all kinds. 

We do not believe that it is the 
function of a college of pharmacy to 
give instruction in how to sell cigars, 
cigarettes, bicycles, automobiles, cam- 
eras, cut-glass ware, combs, brushes, 
leather goods, books, magazines, sta- 
tionery, etc. 


DRUG __ The tendency of the age is 
TRUSTS to consolidate, and we be- 
lieve in consolidations of all kinds, pro- 


vided the primary aim and purpose of 


such consolidation is for the good of 
the majority concerned. We also be- 
lieve that all business men and all 
corporations should endeavor to im- 
prove upon and to enlarge their busi- 
ness, but we do not believe that it is 


morally right to form business com- 


bines of any kind of which the net 
benefits fall to the combine, at the ex- 
In other 
words, we do not believe in “hog- 
ging it.” | 
Any extensive combine effecting re- 
tail pharmacy is dangerous, nay fatal, 
to the very aims and purposes of retail 
pharmacy. Just as soon as retail phar- 
macy begins to extend beyond its pre- 


scribed domain it ceases to serve the 


best interests of the communtity to 
which it belongs and of which it is and 
should be an integral part. We have 
no more need of a drug trust than we 
have for a doctors’ trust. | 

The above is prompted by certain 
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recent activities in pharmaceutical 
circles. Incidentally, it may be stated, 
based upon past observations and ex- 
periences, that a retail drug trust or 
combination sooner or later degener- 
ates into or becomes converted into a 
general merchandise combine. But be- 
fore this metamorphosis is completed 
much harm is done to honest retail 
pharmacy. According to our historian, 
James G. Steele, the Emporium of San 
Francisco had its beginnings in phar- 
macy. 


THE PRESERVA- Drug herbs ‘a all 
‘TION OF HERBS kinds should be kept 
in a Clean dry place. Cleanliness im- 
plies the absence of dust, dirt, insect 
parasites and their eggs and larvae. 
Only by keeping herbs in a dry place 
can mouldiness be avoided. The ounce 
packages of pressed herbs, the pound 
packages of loose herbs, the cartons 
(%4-0z. to I lb.) of broken and pow- 
dered vegetable drugs must not be 
dumped into dirty boxes in a damp and 
dirty store room. -It is just as easy to 


shave a nice sun-lit dry, clean orderly 


store room for drug herbs as it is to 
keep a dark, damp, dirty, disorderly 
store room with a lot of badly mixed, 
mouldy, insect infested, worse than 
worthless herbs. Give a customer a 
moisture mottled, fly specked, musty 
herb package, showing a few nice 
round holes eaten through by the in- 
sect larvae, and he will never return 
to that store for herbs, or anything else 
for that matter, unless it might be for 
a bottle of Peruna or an old, left over 
almanac. We have séen both kinds of 
drug herb store rooms, hence this’ bit 
of suggestion. 


DRUG CULTURE The fact that cer- 
IN CALIFORNIA tain drug plants can 


be grown successfully in California has 
been mentioned in the pages of The Pa- 
cific Pharmacist from time to time; 
however, the letters of inquiry which 
we continually receive show very 
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clearly that the would-be drug growers 


know little or nothing about the meth- 
ods of. procedure. We must refer 
these correspondents to an article on 
Drug Plant Culture in California, in 
the October, 1909, number, in which 
their inquiries are more fully answered. 

The chief difficulties in the way of 
the commercially successful growing of 
drug plants in California are lack of 
experience, inability to secure ade- 
quately trained labor, and a failure to 
invest sufficient capital to undertake 
the enterprise on a scale sufficiently 
large to guarantee a profit. Persistency 
is also a necessary pre-requisite to suc- 
cess. Half-hearted attempts for a sea- 
son or two prove nothing. Experience 


and trained labor come with time. 


SUGGESTIONS ON PHARMACO- 
POEIAL REVISION 


We offer the following timely sug- 
gestions on Pharmacopoeial Revision, 
hoping that they may receive consider- 
ation on the part of the delegates and 
the Revision Committee: 

Pharmacopoeial Convention 
should be representéd. by a full phar- 
macal and.-medical delegation. The 
delegates should have definite, well 


matured, concise propositions or reso- 
lutions to offer. 


If they have nothing 
definite to present they should stay 
away. 
Personal prejudices, mercenary 
aims, narrowly biased opinions, tricker- 
ies and schemings of all kind should 
be kept out of the convention. 

3. The U. S. P. should be revised 


upward; that is it should he adapted 


to the capabilities of the most highly 
qualified pharmacists. 


4. Scientific terminology, plant 


nomenclature in particular, should be 
up to date. 

5. All assayable drugs should be as- 
sayed and the label should bear the 
assay statement of the drug plant 
grower, the dealer or the manufacturer. 
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6. The amounts of unavoidable or 
accidental impurities in vegetable 
drugs should be clearly defined. 

7. Adopt assay and age deteriora- 
tion compensations for drugs, in so 
far as that is possible. 

8. For preparations give the amounts 
in parts by weight, as in the Japanese 
Pharmacopoeia. 

9. All descriptions of vegetable drugs 
should include a concise statement of 
the diagnostic histological characters. 

10. The purity requirements should 
be concisely stated and should be given 
for all drugs. 

11. The omissions should include 
all unnecessary articles. We are 
of opinion that such articles will 
make a long list. No articles should 
be retained which do not have a 
definite use in medicine. 


12. The additions must be very care- 


fully considered. Among others vac- 


cine virus and tetanic antitoxin should 


be added. 


NINTH DECENNIAL UNITED STATES > 


PHARMACOPOEIAL CON- 
VENTION 


(Incorporated 1900.) 


In accordance with the provisions of 
Article VIII, Chapter 1, of the By- 
Laws of the U. S. Pharmacopoeial Con- 
vention, the President of the Conven- 
tion hereby invites the several bodies, 
entitled under the Constitution to rep- 
resentation therein, to appoint dele- 
gates to the First Decennial Meeting of 
the said Convention to be held in the 
city of Washington, May 10, IgIo. 

The attention of all concerned is 
invited to the following extract from 
the Constitution: 


ARTICLE II. 
Membership. 


Section. 1. The members of the United 
States Pharmacopeeial Convention, in ad- 


-dition to the incorporator’s and their asso- 


ciates, shall be delegates elected by the 
following organizations in the manner they 
shall respectively provide: Incorporated 
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Medical Colleges, and Medical Schools con- 
nected with Incorporated Colleges and Uni- 


versities; Incorporated Colleges of Phar- 


macy, and Pharmaceutical Schools connec- 
ted with Incorporated Universities; Incor- 
porated State Medical Associations; Incor- 
porated State Pharmaceutical Associations; 
the American Medical Association, the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, and 
the American Chemical Society; provided 
that no such organization shall be entitled 
to representation unless it shall have been 
incorporated within and shall have been 
in continuous operation in the United States 
for at least five years before the time fixed 
for the decennial meeting of this corpora- 
tion. 

Section 2. Delegates appointed by the 
Surgeon-General of the United States Army, 
the Surgeon-General of the United States 
Navy, and the Surgeon-General of the Uni- 
ted States Marine Hospital Service, and 
by the organizations not hereinbefore 
named which were admitted to representa- 
tion in the convention of 1900, shall also 
be memhers of the corporation. Each body 
and each branch of the United States Gov- 
ernment above mentioned shall be entitled 
to send eight delegates to the meetings of 
this corporation. But no such delegates 
as are provided for in this article shall be 
members until their credentials shall have 


been examined and acted upon as provided 


for by the by-laws. Delegates admitted 
as members at any decennial meeting shall 
continue to be members of the United 
States Pharmacopceial Convention until 
their successors shall have been appointed 
and admitted as delegates to the ensuing 
convention and no longer. 


Notification of the appointment of 
delegates, accompanied by the neces- 
sary certification of eligibility as re- 
quired by Article II, Section 1, of the 
constitution above quoted, should be 
forwarded as soon as practicable to the 
secretary of the board of trustees.

HOW BEST TO INCREASE ONE’S 
PRESCRIPTION BUSINESS* 


By C. Osseward, Seattle, Wash. 


From the above heading we are to 
assume that a prescription business has 
already been established, and the ques- 
tion is asked: “How can we increase it ?” 

Before going into this subject allow 
me to ask you what kind of a pre- 
scription business are you doing? How 
are you conducting that which you 
have at present? This is very import- 
ant, for upon the manner in which you 
are already carrying on that depart- 
ment depends your success of increas- 
ing its output. 

Perhaps you are conducting a gen- 
eral drug business, including many 
side lines, so many, in fact, that your 
prescription department has been 
crowded into a small dark corner. Let 
me tell you, then, that your chances 
for enlarging your prescription file are 
very slim indeed, for, to all outward ap- 
pearances, your side-lines are of more 

You could not take care of an in- 
crease in your prescription department 
if it should come. Your competitor 
across the street also does a general 
drug business. He, no doubt, handles 
many side-lines; but, on entering his 
store, we at once observe that the pre- 
scription the most 
prominent space. It gives the impres- 
sion that prescription work is the main 
business, every other department be- 
ing considered secondary. 

This store has better chances for en- 
larging the prescription file; the pro- 
prietor is in a better position to take 
care of more prescriptions, for he has 
grown more attentive to this depart- 
ment.

most important in the store. 


There is still another store where no 
side-lines are carried—where all the 
time and attention are given to pre- 
scription work. Such a store, I believe, 
will have the best chance to constantly 
increase the business. To increase the 
prescription business we must study its 
possibilities, be ready for today and 
prepare for tomorrow. We must con- 
stantly look ahead. | 
Prescription business consists largely 
of details. It is therefore absolutely 


necessary to give much attention to 


these minor matters which are con- 
stantly coming up. They need your 
No-one can look 
after them in the same satisfactory 
manner as the proprietor himself. 

The location and appearance of the 
prescription department should be 
made as prominent and as pleasing as 
possible. Make this department the 
Your 
stock needs close attention. Endeavor 
to have on hand whatever your physi- 
cians may wish to prescribe or call for. 


Very often customers are made by hav- 


ing those things on hand which your 
competitor has neglected. 
How is your delivery system? Do the 


‘prescriptions reach the sick-room as 


promptly as they should? Perhaps you 
have not been liberal enough in your 
delivery expenses, to make deliveries 
prompt and satisfactory to your cus- 
tomers. If you are working for an in- 
crease in your prescription business, 
make your deliveries prompt; your 
prescriptions should be delivered with 
more dispatch than your competitor’s 
have ever been. This is the best and 
cheapest advertising for your store. 
You are working for tomorrow. Let 
your customers talk about your prompt 
delivery to their neighbors and friends. 
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They will advertise your store if you 

look closely after your deliveries. 
What have you done for the physi- 

cians? Have you given them the atten- 


tion necessary to establish cordial rela- | 


tions? Have you studied their needs 


or made an effort to be of assistance to 


them? Are you prepared to furnish 
them with staining solutions for their 
bacteriological work, their test and 
volumetric solutions for stomach test- 
ing? Or do you have to tell them that 
you have paid no attention to such 
work? If so, you are missing some 
good opportunities of winning their 
confidence and respect and you can rest 
assured that they will try your com- 
petitor. | 

My experience has convinced me that 


it is expedient for the pharmacist to be. 


familiar with the principles of urinary 
analysis, and that it is equally import- 
ant to have a good working knowledge 
of bacteriology. It brings the physi- 
cians to your store. They get the habit, 
and, if you can talk intelligently upon 
these subjects, they will respect you, 


and your standing and reputation will 


rise considerably with them. You can- 
- not expect their co-operation if you 
persist in counter-prescribing. 

Have your physicians know that no 
medical advice is given in your store. 
There will be more cordial relations 
and more chance for an increase in pre- 
scriptions. 
that cordial relations alone will bring 
results. They are only a stepping- 
stone in the right direction. It will be 
easier for the work to follow, and this 
should consist of a err mailing 
campaign. 

In sending advertising announce- 
ments through the mail many subjects 
can be taken up in turn. Speak about 


the incubator you have installed for the 


physicians’ convenience, which is kept 
going day and night. Inform him that 
cultures can be obtained’ and will be 
sent to any place desired. 
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Do not think, however,

give information on biologic products. 
~ Remind him that you have oxygen on 
hand and are prepared to deliver it at 
short notice. Tell him about staining, 
volumetric, and test solutions. He may 
know how to use them but knows little 
about preparing them. U. S. P. and 
N. F. ‘iseicieaiallh should be taken up 
in turn. 

Many things of interest to the physi- 
cian are constantly coming up. Take 
advantage of them, for the oftener your 
name goes to the physician the less apt 
is he to forget you. Our experience has 
taught us that to increase the prescrip- 
tion business you must keep at it con- 
stantly. There must be no let-up. If 
there is you will fall back and your 
competitor will force ahead. i. 

Besides your mailing campaign, there 
should also be personal visits to physi- 
cians. Make your personal campaign 
upon such subjects as you know will 
interest the physician. These visits 
should be brief but to the point. 

During the last winter we have car- 
ried on a personal campaign of this sort 
which has resulted in a good increase in 
business. It consisted in detailing the 
physicians with certain goods, giving 
one month to each subject. This was 
continued for four months—October, 
November, December and January. 
The direct results in the articles de- 
tailed may not have been so great as 
might be, but I believe this detail work 
to be the principal cause for our large 
increase in prescription work during 
January, February and March. I will 
not go into detail about this work, as 
I have a paper for the Section on Prac- 
tical Pharmacy and Dispensing, about 
the articles detailed and the results ob- 
tained. 

Just a word now in regard to the 
public. While the physician can assist — 


a great deal in sending prescriptions to 
your store, especially in the beginning, 
our experience shows plainly that as 
soon as the public understands your 
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honest dealings, superior work and 


prompt deliveries, it is not a difficult 
task to hold your old customers and 
gain new ones. 

Gentlemen, the field is open to all. 
The opportunities are the same to each 
one of us. The difference is here: one 
has worked for an increase; he has 
prepared for it and when it has come 
his way, he has been ready to hold it 
and take care of it. The other has been 
unprepared. He has not worked for 
greater things and he is still wondering 
why he did not get them. 


THE DRUG TRADE IN GREAT 
BRITAIN 
By J. Grieve 
At the present time pharmacy in 
Great Britain cannot be said to be in 
an altogether satisfactory condition. 
The new Poisons and Pharmacy Act, 
which came into force in April 1, 1909, 
has not produced the beneficial effect 


which was expected, and nine months’ 


experience of'the working of this Act 


have convinced most people that fur- 


ther legislation is still very much 
needed. That section of the Act which 
empowered local authorities to grant 
licenses to ironmongers, seedsmen and 
other unqualified traders to sell poison- 
ous sheep-dips, weed-killers and insec- 
ticides has been administered in a spirit 
which is altogether opposed to the 
interests of pharmacists. Prior to the 
Act it was illegal for anyone but a 
pharmacist to sell these articles, and 
as a result pharmacists in country 
towns built up a good business in the 
sale of horticultural and agricultural 
poisons. Now, however, competitors 
have sprung up all over the country, 
for hundreds of licenses have been 


granted to traders who know little or 


nothing about the dangerous properties 
of the poisons in which they are now 
licensed to deal. This is not the only 
unfortunate effect of this new Act, for, 
owing to the provision which em- 
powers the Pharmaceutical Society to 
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make by-laws to accept certain diplo- 
mas granted by other bodies for regis- 
tration in lieu of. examination, the so- 
ciety has been pestered by people pos- 
sessing inferior diplomas to make haste © 
and make these by-laws. Fortunately, 
however, the council of the society has 
taken up a strong attitude, and the 
president has publicly stated that no 
person will be admitted to the phar- 
maceutical register unless he can show 
that he has reached the standard re- 
quired for the qualifying examination. 
This, of course, means that the only 


way to the register is through the por- 


tals of the society's examinations. 
This, however, does not apply to hold- 
ers of colonial diplomas, and it is 
hoped that in the course of time by- 
laws will be framed which will give 
effect to a scheme of reciprocity be- 
tween Great Britain and her colonies. 

It will be remembered that in the 
new Act, in order to distinguish the © 
qualified proprietor of a chemist’s shop 
from a joint stock company trading as 
chemists, a provision was made where- 
by the title of “pharmacist” was ex- 
clusively reserved to qualified indi- 
viduals. ' Immediately following the 
enforcement of this provision, large 
numbers of chemists who had hitherto 
used- on their labels and over their 
shop-fronts the sign “chemist and 
druggist’ had a new set of labels 
printed and a new sign placed over the 
door bearing the word“ pharmacist.” 
It now appears, however, that although 
only a qualified person may call himself 
a pharmacist, there is no restriction’ 
whatever on the use of the sign 
“pharmacy.” ‘This fact has been re- 
vealed by a recent decision in the law 
courts, and, as may readily be imag-. 
ined, it detracts very materially from 
the value which attaches to the title of 
pharmacist. It is evident that if an 
unqualified person calls’ his place of. 
business a pharmacy, the public will 
be under the impression that the shop 
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is in charge of a pharmacist. How- 
ever senseless such an arrangement 
may seem to common-sense people, it 
is the law and we must abide by it un- 
til we get it altered. 

Another important case which has 
recently been before the courts is one 
which affects the use of trade names by 
chemists and druggists. It has long 
been the custom for persons to trade 
under the name by which a business is 
known to the public. Thus, if John 
Jones bought the old-established busi- 
ness of James Brown, he would in all 
probability continue to use the name 
of James Brown. It has now been de- 
cided, however, that if John Jones sells 


a poison it is an illegal sale if the poi-_ 


son label bears only the name of James 
Brown, and in order that he may com- 
ply with the law he must have his own 
name printed on the label as well as 
the name of James Brown. The object 
of the law, as thus interpreted, is to 
enable the Council of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society to find out who is actu- 
ally responsible for the sale of poisons 
and also to enable the purchaser of the 


poison to be traced if necessary. It 


will be seen that this does not prevent 


the use of old-established names pro- 


vided that the name of the seller of the 
poison is made clear. 
It looks as if before many years are 


gone by we shall see some check placed 


on the sale of patent medicines. At 
the present time the sale of these ar- 
ticles reaches enormous proportions, 
and, owing to the fact that a stamp 
duty is imposed on each package, the 
Revenue derives a handsome sum 
yearly from the trafic. Except that 
medicines containing poisonous ingre- 
dients must have the fact indicated on 
the label, no restriction whatever is 
imposed upon their sale, and no check 
is placed upon claims made by manu- 
facturers. A crusade against this class 
of business has been carried on for 
some time, notably by the British 
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Medical Association, which has pub- 
lished a book purporting to give the 
exact composition of all the best known 
patent medicines. This book has had 
an extensive sale, and between thirty 
and forty thousand copies have been 
purchased by the public. Some of 
these copies have evidently got into 
the hands of Members of Parliament 
and have probably prompted the ques- 
tions which have been addressed to the 
Home Secretary on the subject. As a 
result of pressure brought to bear on 
him, by Members of Parliament, the 
Iiome Secretary has practically prom- 
ised to appoint a committee to enquire 


into the sale of these remedies with a 


view to determining whether it is ex- 
pedient that makers should disclose the 


composition of their preparations. 


ELIXIR OF PHOSPHATES OF IRON, 
QUININE AND STRYCHNINE 
(AN IMPROVED FORMULA)* 


By S. A. Sharp. 

Observing from time to time the 
many scientific papers and also the 
numerous working formulae that have 
been presented, carefully criticised and 
in some cases adopted as practical, of 
this magnificent and intensely valuable 
pharmaceutical preparation, | am im- 


pelled by a most friendly and fraternal 


desire, at the same time with due re- 
spect to all contributors of articles on 
the same subject, to offer for open 
criticism and inspection a plain, work- 
ing formula, time saving and differing 
materially from the U. S. P. method 
and producing a beautiful, clear-green 
and absolutely permanent product of 
standard strength. 

The working process of the famil- 
iarly termed “Elixir of Triple Phos-

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phates,” is strictly complex in all 
phases and requires much care and ac- 
curacy in manipulation. . The U. S. P. 
preparation directs the use of ammoni- 
um carbonate and acetic acid, forming 
really the aceto-ammonio phosphates of 
iron, quinine, and strychnine and con- 
suming a great deal of unnecessary 
time in making the actual tests for 
acidity and alkalinity, to produce a 
neutral solution. In the accompanying 
formula, the use of one grain of potas- 
sium citrate to the ounce .obviates all 
loss of time and completely renders 
soluble and compatible all of the in- 
gredients. 

The following formula, if carefully 
followed, proves a speedy method and 
results in a permanent preparation: 


Strychnine phosph ........... .. Gare 
Acid phosphoric (85 per cent). 2 c.c. 
Dilute alcohol ........... 
Distilled water ..... 150 c.c. 
Elixir of orange—dq. s. 1000 c.c. 


Dissolve the phos. iron scales in 150 
c. c. dist. water with heat; and the 
phosph. quinine in 150 c. c. dil. alcohol 
containing the phosphoric acid. To the 
solution of phos. iron add the citr. po- 
tass. and the phosph. strychnine. Heat 
the Elixir of Orange to about 100° 
Fahr. in a closed vessel and add the 
solution of phosph. quinine and lastly 
the solution containing the iron, strych. 
and potass. citr. previously warmed to 
about 100° Fahr. Filter, if necessary, 


and protect from light, in dark amber 
bottles.

This preparation is very much im- 


proved by replacing the oil of cade 


with oil of birch tar (oleum betulinum 
crudum, Dagget), as the odor of cade 
is very offensive and objectionable to 


the patient. The physician, therefore, 


prefers the proprietary ointment, which 


‘is of a pleasant odor. The difficulty 


of making a smooth ointment may be 
overcome by using powdered resorcin 
and zinc oxide, which is made by a dry 
process and known as “flowers of zinc.” 


The following formula makes a 


perior ointment to the ‘ 
but looks the same: 


6 parts 
Zinc oxide (by dry process) 6 parts 
Bismuth subnitrate ....... 6 parts 
Oil of birch tar (betulinum 
crudum, Dagget) ...... 6 parts 
Petrolatum album ....... 28 parts 
Hydrous wool-fat ........ 38 parts 


Rub the powders with part of the 
previously melted wax petrolatum and 
hydrous wool-fat until a smooth paste 
is obtained, add the rest and stir until 
cool.

“That care must be taken in applying 
this ointment on the face, as the green 
soap, which contains potash, is a vio- 
lent, deeply-penetrating caustic, and 
liable to injure the face.’ In my ex- 
perience I know of two cases where the 


ointment was prescribed for removing 


blackheads, and the result was an in- 
flamed and irritated face, which re- 
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quired treatment by a physician for two 
weeks. In the second case I called the 
physician’s attention to my experience 
of the first, but he was indignant and 
ordered me to dispense .as prescribed, 
but: came to see me in a few:days and 
regretted: he did not heed my warning, 
as he lost his ‘patient.

Whenever this preparation was made 
in my absence it was never made right, 
as the fluidextract of squill was not

I dispense one 
ounce with a little carbonated water for 
I also put it up in two-ounce 
bottles and charge 25 cents, under a

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SUPPOSITORY BASE* 
By H..A. B. Dunning 

_ While cocoa butter is without doubt 
a very satisfactory. suppository base, 
generally: speaking, in several particu- 
lars it. is lacking,. particularly when 
used in southern. latitudes. Supposito- 
ries prepared with cocoa butter.as the 
base, will not stand exposure to the 
summer heat. Qn. very hot days they 
are apt to be in bad condition on_--re- 
ceipt by customers even when sent di- 
rectly from the iced moulds, depending 
of course on the distance sent, or rather 
upon the time exposed. | 
Again cocoa butter proves unsatis- 
factory when combined with a large 


percentage of solid extracts, 5 grain 


to the 30-grain suppository. : Particu- 
larly is this true of extract of witch 
hazel; the fault here is apparently be- 
cause of the fact that when liquefied 
the fluidity of cocoa butter is great, it 
lacks viscosity, and unless kept very 
near the congealing point, a more or 
less difficult proposition, the extracts 


will separate from the butter either in 


fine particles or sometimes as a mass. 
In some cases this will occur even 
when the cocoa butter is sufficiently 
cool to. be creamy.

Although the mode of testing is 
doubtless very crude, I think the com- 
parative results are fairly satisfactory 
and somewhat instructive. The chief 
test was carried out by holding sup- 
positories of cocoa butter and cocoa 
butter in various combinations in the 
hand and noting the effect while being 
timed. 

_ In several cases the capacity for heat 
was observed in the following crude 


but comparatively accurate manner, a 


definite weight of paraffin was kept 
liquid on a sand bath; in the paraffin 
was suspended a definite quantity of 


water in a beaker, which was kept at a . spreads quite freely: 


constant temperature. In testing the 


suppository by this method it was 
floated in the heated water and the 


time required for it to melt was noted. 
Experiments ; 

Cocoa butter suppository, m. p. 33° 
C. about, when held in hand is soft- 
ened in 3 minutes and melts in 6, runs 
freely and spreads rapidly over a large 
surface. When tested by warm water 
method requires 3 minutes to liquefy. 

Cocoa butter with Io per cent cas- 
tor oil, m. p. 32° C. about, held in hand 
is softened in about 3 minutes, melts 
in 5, runs freely and spreads rapidly, 
is less liquid than plain cocoa butter. 
With warm-water method melts in 2 
minutes and 40 seconds. — 

Cocoa butter with 15 per cent castor 


oil, Io per cent white wax, held in hand — 


softens in 10 minutes, becomes creamy 
in 20 minutes, does not run or spread 
well, but has a tendency to hold its 
shape. 

Cocoa butter with 15 per cent castor 
oil, white wax 5 per cent, m. p. 36° C. 
about, held in hand softens in about 10 
minutes, becomes creamy in 17 min- 
utes, and otherwise acts very much as 
the preceding one. 

Cocoa butter with castor oil 10 per 
cent, white wax 2% per cent, m. p. 
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34° C. about, held in hand softens in 
II minutes, melts in 16 minutes, runs 
freely and spreads nicely. With warm 


water liquefies in 434 minutes. 


Cocoa butter with castor oil 15 per 
cent, white wax 2% per cent, charac- 
teristics very similar to preceding one, 
softens in 8 minutes, melts in II, runs 
more freely than one preceding. 

These experiments led me to suggest 
that for use in summer time, and when 
a large percentage of solid extracts are 
dispensed, a base composed of cocoa 
butter containing castor oil Io per cent, 
white wax 2) per cent, is more satis- 
factory than cocoa butter. This mix- 
ture melts at body temperature an 


The examination of some supposi- 
tories in the following combinations, 
cocoa butter, adrenalin, water; cocoa 
butter, hydrochloric diluted, 
water ; cocoa butter, adrenalin, hydro- 
chloric acid dilute and water, seems to 
show that the addition of I-24 grain 
adrenalin to 30. grain suppository in- 
creases the resistance of cocoa butter 
to heat, and prevents the suppository 
melting freely at body temperature. 


CHEMISTRY IN CHINA 


At the recent meeting held in Lon- 
don, Eng., of the International Con- 
gress of Applied Chemistry the pro- 
gress made by China in the study of 
chemistry, for the present position and 
future development of chemical indus- 
tries in the country, was described by 
Yu Tung-Kwai in a paper read before 
the Law Section. 

According to their historical records, 
he said, alchemy was known in their 


‘country at least 2,700 years’. before 


Christ. The chief object of such prac- 
tice at that time was to cure diseases 
and to try to prepare a sort of medi- 
cine under the name of “Gold Pills” 
somewhat analogous in nature to the 
well-known Philosopher’s Stone. Met- 
allurgical work and dyeing carried 
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them back to time immemorial, and he 
need scarcely: mention that the pro- 
cesses of making gunpowder, paper, 
glass and porcelain were all originated 
in his country. The Chinese, too, had 
already a clear knowledge of oxygen 
in the seventh century. . They knew 
that by. burning sulphur or charcoal 
these substances combined with 
oxygen in the air to form new bodies, 
and they had also prepared oxygen 
from saltpetre. He was ready to ad- 
mit that China. had been kept far be- 


hind during the last hundred years in 


the development of modern science, 
due to the fact that most of the Chin- 
ese were led to concentrate their life’s 
attention simply on a kind of most 
difficult literary work, and not to any 
lack of a scientific bent among his 
countrymen. However, obstacles to 
scientific study had now been re- 
moved. Since China had been known 
for thousands of yearsas an agricultural 
country and also possessed an enor- 
mous undeveloped wealth of minerals, 
attention was naturally directed first 
of all to the study of these two 
branches of applied science, agricul- 
tural chemistry and metallurgy. These 
works had been carried out by three 
distinct bodies. First, a new Board 
of Agriculture had been instituted, 
composed of different bureaux, which 
managed their own affairs, such as land 
surveying, mine surveying, irrigation 
work, etc. The headquarters were at 
Pekin, but there was in each province 
an executive committee which directly 
controlled the provincial affairs. The 
establishment of Government experi- 
mental stations in the various parts 
of the country had been discussed, and 
he believed the proposal would be car- 
ried out very soon. Secondly, the work 
of local societies was also worthy of 
mention. At present the majority of 
young Chinese quite realized the value 
of science to the welfare of their coun- 
try. A chemical. society had been 


ing their financial support. 
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formed in which the provincial soci- 
eties would form sectional branches. 
Agricultural societies were more 
numerous, and what were known in 
China as commercial guilds were giv- 
These so- 
cieties at present .were mainly exer- 
cising an indirect influence, and tried 
to show the best use that could be 
made of natural resources by reports to 
the Government and the people. Re- 
search work had not yet become an 
important object of these societies, but 
he ventured to say that the time was 
not far off when it would be. Thirdly, 
the students in China also exercised 
considerable influence. In regard to 


the institutions for studying these sub- 


jects, besides the universities and col- 
leges in which chemistry, both pure 
and applied, was taught, each province 


had to be provided with at least one 


higher technical college. A scheme 
for establishing technical schools in 
each district had been proposed, but 
owing to financial embarrassment it 
was impossible to carry it out at once 
all over the country. A characteristic 
feature about the teaching system in 
China was that chemistry and mathe- 
matics were compulsory subjects in the 
elementary schools for the purpose not 
only of training the minds of the young 
students, but also of making them ac- 
quire some elementary knowledge of 
natural phenomena and of realizing the 
importance of and the intimate connec- 
tion between chemistry and the neces- 
sities of daily life. By the efforts and 
through the rudimentary knowledge of 
these students, their fathers and other 
relatives were usually enlightened in 
turn and their money was thus willing- 
ly given for many industrial enter- 
prises. As to the situation of chemical 
industries in China at present, it was, 
of course, still comparatively poor. 
However, there existed already several 
large chemical and metallurgical works 
along the Yang-tze and in some other 
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provinces, and he might mention that 
a syndicate had been formed to explore 


a new Chinese petroleum field, the area. 


of which had been estimated as one 
of the largest petroleum-producing re- 
gions of the world. He considered 
that the development of China would 
be of considerable benefit to the world, 
because as there was a vast unex- 
plored field in China the future con- 
tributions from that country to: the 


science of the world would be enor- 


mous, and because the commercial in- 
terests between China and the West 


would increase enormously, for though 


they could produce some goods them- 
selves they couid never exclude foreign 
merchandise—on the contrary, the con- 
sumption of foreign goods would be 
undoubtedly increased proportionately 
to the home production. That was ob- 
vious, because the consumption of 
European goods would increase as the 
people became more subject to the 
Western influences, and as the people 
became more rich the better customers 
would they be. In _ conclusion, he 
pointed out that the relations between 
China and the rest of the world were 
so intimate that unless China devel- 
oped the peace of the world would not 
be assured, and he was therefore glad 
to say that the development of China 


had now begun.—Canadian Druggist.

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Scientific Notes 


A Simple Way to Test Milk.—The follow- 
ing process for the detection of added water 
or of skimmed milk in ordinary milk is more 
accurate than the simple use of a lactoden- 
simeter, without the creamometer check. 
The whole test, says the Scientific Ameri- 
can, can be made in five minutes. 
sult does not show whether the adulteration 
consisted in the addition of water or in the 
subtraction of cream, but as a rule this 
matters little to the consumer. 
wants to know is whether or not he got 
what he paid for. 

The suspected milk is stirred with a 
spoon, in order to disseminate into the 
whole liquid the cream which may have 
come to the surface. Then one volume of 
milk is poured in fifty volumes of water. 
(One fluid ounce to two and a half pints.) 
A candle is lighted in a dark room. The 
experimenter takes an ordinary drinking 
glass with a tolerably flat and even bottom, 
and holds it immediately above the candle, 
at a distance of about one foot from it, so 
as to be able to see the flame of the candle 
through the bottom of the glass. He then 
pours slowly the diluted milk into the glass. 

The flame becomes less and less bright 
as the level of the liquid rises into the glass. 
The flame is soon reduced to a dull white 
spot. A little more liquid, slowly added so 
-as to avoid pouring an excess, and the 
flames become absolutely invisible. All 
that remains to be done is to measure the 
height of the liquid in the glass, this being 
most conveniently ascertained by dipping 
into it a strip of pasteboard and then meas- 
uring the wet part. It should measure not 
over an inch if the milk is pure. With good 
quality milk, diluted and tested as stated, 
the depth will be about seven-eighths of 
an inch before the flame is lost to. view. 

A mixture of one volume of milk and 
a half volume of water should show a depth 
of one and one-half inches. <A depth of 
two inches indicates either partially skim- 
med milk or a mixture of one volume of 
good milk with one of water, and so on. 

Synthetic Oil of Turpentine. — (French 
patent, 400,180. A. Poulverel).—Rosin oil 
is introduced in small successive quantities 
into a closed horizontal retort, charged with 
soda-lime and heated to about 400 degrees 
C. After five to six minutes the retort is 
connected with a condenser and the distil- 


The 
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lates recovered in the latter are washed with 
caustic alkali and then with water. They 
are then treated with 0.5 per cent of caustic 
soda lye or 3 to 5 per cent of limewater, 
and distilled by steam. The product is 
claimed to have the: same chemical prop- 
erties as natural oil of turpentine —Drugs, 
Oils and Paints. Ort 

Bactericidal Toxin from Yeast.—Ordinary 
yeast when macerated with 1:1000 hydro- 
chloric acid yields an extract which has a 
marked antiseptic action on fresh yeast 
cultures, according to A. Fernbach (Pharm. 
Journ., No. 2401, p. 507). The extracted 
toxin is an extremely active bactericide 
toward B. coli communis and Staphvylococ- 
cus aureus. It is destroyed by heating to 
100 degrees C., and traverses a porcelain 
filter. It is volatile in steam, under re- 
duced pressure at 40 degrees C. The dis- 
tillate thus obtained is actively bactericidal, 
and gives no reaction for aldehydes; the 
residue is not active. The volatile toxin 
may be obtained direct from fresh yeast. 

Stovaine, Alypin and Cocaine.—W. E.— 
The two first named substances are syn- 
thetic substitutes for cocaine. In chemical 
composition they all bear a certain resem- 
blance to each other. Thus, stovaine is 
benzoyl-ethyl-dimethyl-aminopropanol hy- 
drochloride, alypin is benzoyl-ethyl-tetra- 
methyl - diamino - propanol hydrochloride 
and cocaine is _ benzoyl -methylecgo- 
nine. The respective chemical formu- 
las are: Stovaine, alypin, 
cocaine (hydrochloride), 
C1rHaNO.HCI. 

Stovaine was discovered in 1904 by a 
French chemist named Fourneau, who was 
then employed in the laboratory of E. 
Fisher, in Berlin. It is interesting to know 
how the substance got the name it now 
bears, one so seemingly defiant of all the 
laws of orthography. The name of the in- 
ventor, Fourneau, is French for stove, a 
cooking or kitchen stove. The derivation 
of the word is thus plain to be seen. 

Alypin was discovered in 1905, a year later 

than stovaine. Its name is formed of the 
Greek word, alypeo, meaning “to free from 
pain.” 
(Cocaine has a much longer history, having 
been known from 1855, in which year it 
was discovered by Gaedke, who named it 
erythroxyline-—American Druggists. 
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Red light for Scarlet Fever.—At the So- 
ciete de Therapeutique de Paris, the bene- 
ficial action of red light on patients with 
eruptive fevers was again brought up for 
discussion. Dr. Schoull instanced the very 
marked beneficial action of red light on 
cases of scarlatina, and advocated strongly 
the advantages of keeping such cases in a 
room illuminated solely by red light. This 
is stated to have a marvelously effective ac- 
tion on the rash, lessening its intensity and 
favorably influencing the course of the fever. 
Its beneficial effect on small-pox and variola 
has previously been alluded to.—Pharm. 
Journal. 


Soya Bean and Its Oil 


Less than three years ago soya oil was 
practically unknown as a commercial article 
outside China, but since its advantages in 
the soap-industry became recognized it has 
rapidly assumed a leading place as a sub- 
stitute for cottonseed oil, and enormous 
- quantities of beans are now shipped to the 
United Kingdom and the Continent. In 


this country Hull has become the head- 


quarters for the crushing of the soya bean, 
and this year marks a record in the trade, 
as no less than 400,000 tons have been 


shipped to the United Kingdom, of which. 


150,000 tons went to Hull. The mills have 
therefore had an exceptionally busy time, 


and there is every reason to believe that. 


soya bean will be a regular article of 
import. The oil has proved quite equal 


to cottonseed oil in the manufacture of soap, 


which is its chief outlet. Had it not been 
for this cheaper substitute it is said that 


the price of cottonseed oil, already remark-. 


ably high, would have been somewhere 
about 35s. to 40s. per cwt., a figure which 
would have crippled its use as a soap- 
making material. The current “Bulletin of 
the Imperial Institute’ has an interesting 
article on the cultivation of Glycine Soja 
(Soja hispida), in which it is stated: that 
in China (especially Manchuria) the seeds 
have formed an important article of diet 
for many years; but this potentiality as an 
important export was never recognized until 
after the Russo-Japanese war. During the 
war the demand was stimulated, and con- 
siderable local expansion took place. After 
the war the demand fell off and new out- 
lets were sought. This was in 1906, when 
Japan was the first to engage in the trade 
through Vladivostok; but trade depression 
in Japan in 1908 diverted the exports to 
Europe, with what results is now seen. 
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Shipments in future will probably be erratic, 
much depending on the crops; but efforts 
are being made to cope with these in a 
satisfactory manner, and next year we are 
likely to see an extension of seed-crushing 


firms in the provinces. In the United King- 
dom, Hull and Liverpool have the bulk of 
_the business, and Harburg (near Hamburg) 


is the center of the German industry. Three 
qualities are shipped to this country, No. 1 
being shipped from Dalny, No. 2 from 
Vladivostok, and No. 3 from Hankow. On 
crushing the seeds yield about 10 per cent 
of oil, while the residual oilcake has proved 
to be a valuable cattle-food. The following 
analytical results show the components of

No. 1 shows the figures obtained by Pro- 


fessor Sir A. H. Church (“Food Grains of 


India,” p. 143), while No. 2 analysis are 


those obtained by Dr. Forbes Watson and 


quoted by Professor Church. No. 3 gives 
the results from several varieties of soya 
bean grown in America, and are taken from 
the “Farmers’ Bulletin” (No. 58, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 1899). 
The composition entitles soya bean to a 
high place as a food for supplementing the 
deficiencies .of starchy foods, while the 
press-cake after the extraction of the oil 


contains 40 per cent of flesh-forming pro- 


teids and 7 per cent of oil. Soya-bean cake 
resembles linseed cake, being hard and 
heavy, but is lighter in color, and possesses 
a characteristic taste recalling that of peas. 


Feeding experiments at the Cumberland 


and Westmoreland Farm School Newton 
Rigg, and also at the Royal Agricultural Col- 
lege, Cirencester, show that cottonseed cake 
and soya-bean cake are practically equal as 
regards milk-producing powers. The soya- 
bean cake gave a milk slightly richer in fat 
or a little larger in quantity; but the butter 


obtained in the Cirencester trials was stated . 


to be softer, paler, and slightly inferior 


in flavor to that obtained from cows fed 


with cottonseed cake. The expressed oil 
possesses an agreeable odor and taste, and 
is largely used for edible purposes in China. 
It belongs to the class of semi-drying oils, 
a thin skin being formed on exposure to 
air, resembling cottonseed oil in many re- 
spects, but exhibiting a more pronounced 
drying character. The physical and chem-

GIVES SMALLPOX VIRUS BY 
MOUTH 

Dr. C. U. Chamberlain, a homeopathic 
physician of Los Gatos is “vaccinating” 
school children by means of internal doses 
of bovine vaccine. This homeopathic phy- 
sician claims that there is no “special 
method of vaccination described in the 
state law and that for twenty years it has 
been in vogue to administer vaccine virus 
by mouth. He claims that he is fulfilling 
the law as soon as patients swallow the 
vaccine. 

If, the homeopathic practitioner will ob- 
tain some gastric juice in a test tube and 
then apply the virus to this solution and 
examine in three hours the product micros- 
copically and chemically, it will not take 
him long to determine that whatever “vac- 


cine” may be given by mouth is just as | 


inert as if it were so many drops of water 
and that he subjects all his patients and 
the children of Los Gatos to the loathsome 


disease of smallpox which in former years, 
before vaccination was instituted, claimed 


more than 50 per cent of deaths, whereas 
today in vaccinated communities the death 
rate is less than one in one hundred. Dr. 
Chamberlain’s “vaccinated” children should 
not be allowed to attend public schools to 
expose other children and the whole com- 


munity to an epidemic of smallpox.—Pac. 
Med. Journal. 


DESTROYING SQUIRRELS AND 
GOPHERS 


Dr. Blue and his assistants are plan- 
ning a campaign of extermination 
against squirrels and gophers in Cali- 
fornia. This is primarily for the pur- 
pose of preventing the spread of the 
bubonic plague of which these pests 
are carriers. We hope that the at- 
tempt will prove successful as these 


squirrels. 
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animals are the worst, the most de- 
structive of all pests with which the 
agriculturist has to deal. They pro- 
pagate very rapidly and seem to thrive 
everywhere. The greatest harm is 
done by their burrowing, though they 
also feed on nearly all kinds of field and 
garden crops. 

Various remedies for the extermin- 
ation of these pests have been tried 
with greater or less success, but how- 
ever well the work of destruction is 
done, there are always enough left for 
a new start, so that a constant warfare 
must be waged against them. One of 
the best remedies against ground squir- 
rels is bisulphide of carbon. Pieces of 


burlap, or horse droppings, soaked in 


this are dropped into the open squirrel 
holes, which are then closed up. The 
gas which penetrates the burrows, kills 
all animals which may be hiding there. 
Care must be exercised in using this, 


as it is highly inflammable and will 


explode if brought near a light or a 
fire. 

Here is another good remedy against 
them: Boil % ounce of strychnine in 
sufficient vinegar to dissolve it. Add 
3 quarts of water, then pour this over 
10 pounds of wheat and let it soak for 
24 hours, stirring it occasionally. Then 
boil 214 pounds of sugar in three quarts 
of water until the resulting syrup is 
reduced about one-half. When cool 
add five cents’ worth of anise and stir 
well through the soaked wheat. The 
syrup sugar-coats the wheat and the 
oil of anise perfumes it and attracts the 
A few grains dropped near 
the mouth of each burrow is sufficient. 
This must, of course, be kept out of the 
reach of domestic animals, as chickens, 
pigs, etc. Also make sure that it bears 
the poison label and is inaccessible to 
children.

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FIXATION OF NITROGEN BY 
PLANTS 

That certain micro-organisms have 
the power of fixing free atmospheric ni- 
trogen for the use of higher plants has 
been known for some time. Extensive 
experiments with these organisms have 
been carried on in Germany, France, 
_ England and in the United States. It 
was found that these organisms enrich 
the soil, and in certain instances enter 
into a biological (symbiotic) relation- 
ship with certain plants, as the bacilli 
which occur in the root nodules of the 
lezuminose. 

According to the Paint, Oil and 
Drug Review, Professor Bottomley, 
of King’s College, London, has been 
able to produce new forms, or rather 
physiological varieties, of the first dis- 
covered bacillus, which are capable of 
symbiosis with various other green 
plants. 
are able to fix atmospheric nitrogen, 
and supply nitrogen compounds to the 
various plants which Professor Bot- 
-tomley has infected with them. 

In one series of experiments the 


Bacillus radiciola was “starved”; the 


bacilli were taken away from their 
favorite food, the leguminous root, and 
bred for ten generations in an extract 
of tomato roots. The new descendants 
are reported to have acquired a taste 
for their new food, and the result of 
“sowing” the soil in which tomatoes 
were grown with the bacilli was the oc- 
casional formation of nodules, and the 
very marked improvement of the crop. 
Similar treatment has been followed in 
the case of cereals, roses, cabbages and 
strawberries. In every case the yield 
has been improved and the soil en- 
riched. 

The very first experiments of this 
kind were carried out by the writer of 
this note, who in 1893 attempted to so 
modify the bacilli of the nodules of 
sweet clover as to induce them to enter 


These new varieties of bacilli. 
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into a viological association with Zea 
mays and Avena sativa, and other 
gramineus plants. The results were 
published in Bulletin No. 29 of the Ilh- 
nois Exp. Station, 1893. 

Soil bacteriology is as yet in its in- 
fancy and gives promise of great pos- 
sibilities in economic agriculture.

Book Reviews 


The Pharmacopoeia of Japan, third re- 
vised edition (official from January 1, 1907). 
Translated and published by the Pharma- 
ceutical Society of Japan, Tokyo, 1907. 
XXIV+424+V octavo pages. Price in 
Tokyo, 7 yen. 

This compact little compendium of Jap- 
anese medicine is thoroughly up-to-date in 
every respect and shows a very marked im- 
provement over the first edition which was 
published in 1886. It represents the effort 


of the Pharmacopoeial Revision Committee 


whose membership is composed of leading 
surgeons, physicians and chemical experts, 
officially connected with the army, medical 
colleges and government laboratories. It is 
essentially a handbook prepared by physi- 
cians intended as a guide book for the phar- 
macist. 

In the third edition 242 new articles are 
added and 22 omitted. The text and ar- 
rangement of articles reminds one of the 
German and Austrian pharmacopoeias. The 
following are a few of the more noteworthy 

features: 
|. The metric system of weights and 
measures is used throughout, without giv- 
ing Japanese, German, English or any other 
equivalents. 

2. Amounts used in Galenicals are given 
in parts by weight, unless otherwise stated. 


3. Fineness of substances is carefully de- 
fined and is based upon the use of sieves 
of which the internal diameter of the mesh 
is given. 

4. The atomic weights selected by the 
International Atomic Weight Committee of 


1898 are used. 


5. Temperature is given in Celsius’, and 


15° C. is made the normal temperature. 


6. Precautionary measures to guard 
against the deterioration of articles are in- 
dicated. 

7. The microscopic diagnoses of vege- 
table drugs are not complete or full and 
in many instances are wholly omitted. 

The following biological products are 
Official: Serum antidiphthericum, serum 
antidiphthericum liquidum, serum antidiph- 


thericum siccum, serum antitetanicum, s. a. 


liquidum, s. a. siccum and tuberculin. 

At the close are given a number of tables. 
Quite a list of reagents are given and it is 
stated that “they should be as pure as pos- 
sible.” The second table gives the volu- 
metric solutions. The third table gives the 
common official remedies which should al- 
ways be kept in a dispensary and includes 
all of the articles which may be found in 
any well equipped American pharmacy. 
Table four gives the list of very poisonous 
medicines which should be kept under lock 
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and key, as arsenious acid, bichloride of 
mercury, phosphorous, strychnine, etc. 
Table five gives the so-called powerful 
drugs, other than those of table four, which 
should be kept away from other drugs, 
though not necessarily under lock and key. 
This arrangement is to reduce the danger 
of accidentally mistaking a very powerful 
drug for a comparatively harmless one, in 
filling prescriptions. Table six is a list of 
medicines with doses for an adult. The 
following note is appended: “Physicians are 
not allowed to prescribe the following medi- 
cines in doses greater than those given in 
the following table, unless they specially 
notify that by putting an exclamation mark 
(!) after the name of the medicine in the 
prescription.” 


It is an admirable little work, wonderfully 


up-to-date, even to the list of errata of 


which there are eight pages. The publishers 
give the following notice: “Neither the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Japan nor the 
translator is responsible for any loss, dam- 
age or controversy which may arise either 
from any misinterpretation of the original 
Japanese Pharmacopoeia or from any errors 
which may occur in the printing.”—A. S. 


Semi-Annual Report of Schimmel & Co.. 
(Fritzsche Brothers.) Miltiz, near Leipzig. 
London and New York. October, 1909. 

This publication is well known as one 
of the really valuable contributions to the 
science as well as the business interests of 
pharmacy. It would be inpossible to ade- 
quately review the contents. It is all in- 
teresting. The report on American mint oil 
and mint culture would show that the grow- 
ers in New York, Michigan and Indiana 
are quite discouraged because the opera- 
tions were conducted at a loss. Bulgarian 
rose oil production is reported as fully up 
to expectation. The report on Schinus 
(pepper tree) oil should be of interest to 
Californians. The turpentine industry re- 
port is very full. The American “box” 


method and the French “cup and gutter’ | 


methods of turpentine yield are compared. 


The volume concludes with notes on the- 


recent research work concerning terpenes 
and terpene derivatives which are divided 
into general, bibliography, analytical notes, 
plupical notes, pharmaco - physiological 
notes, phyto-physiological notes, hydro- 
carbons, alcohols, aldehydes, ketones, phen- 
ols and phenol ethers, acids, and nitrogen- 
ous bodies. There is a map to show the

not tend to develop a habit and that fatal- 
ities from excessive doses are very rare 
indeed. The author declares that the 
“paper is not a defense of acetanilid and 
phenacetin, but an exposition of the truth.”

It is provided by the trustees of the Searby Memorial Fund that a suff- 
cient space be set aside in each issue of The Pacific Pharmacist for the pur- 
poses of an organization to be known as The Pacific Pharmaceutical League. 
That this space taken collectively shall be known as “The Bureau” of The Pa- 
cific Pharmacist. That “The Bureau” of The Pacific Pharmacist be the official 
organ of The Pacific Pharmaceutical League.. That “The Bureau” shall be 
conducted as a distinct and independent department of The Pacific Pharmacist 
under its own editorial management. .

memory kept fresh in connection with 
pharmacy of the Pacific Coast at least. 
The men who will handle this fund 
are well known pharmacists and edu- 
cators and will use every effort to 
continue the work which Professor 
Searby had started and advance the 
ideals for which he in his life had 
strived so hard and which made him 
venerated by all who knew him or all 
who were brought into association with 
him.—Pharmacraft.

At the last meeting of the trustees of 
the Alumni Association it was deemed 
advisable for the undersigned to issue 
an open letter to all the graduates of 
the California College of Pharmacy, in- 
forming them as to what the organiza- 
tion had in mind tending toward a 
closer fellowship and sociability of the 
members and’ the advancement of the 
interests of its alma mater. 

A Retrospect 

The society started as a potent fac- 
tor in the early life of the college, its 
members encouraging and assisting the 
undergraduates and otherwise helping 
the rather limited faculty of that time. 
As the teaching staff increased and be- 
came more adequate, the function of 
the association in this respect waned. 
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But its presence—real and active—has 
always been needed, either in co-oper- 
ating with the other alumni associa- 
tions of the University of California in 
obtaining helpful legislation and suffi- 
cient State apppropriations, or for the 
purpose of holding meetings for the 
discussion of scientific questions of 
local and general importance and the 


renewal of old friendships and the mak- 


ing of new ones among the under- 
graduates. Owing to the fact that so 
many of the graduates live in places 
too distant to enable them to attend 


and to the further difficuty caused by 


the late hours imposed upon those in 
the vicinity, it has always been impos- 
sible to get together more than a small 
fraction of the graduates at any one 
time. Some one, however, has always 
been on hand to enlist enthusiasm, and 
what finances were needed, although 
often this task has been divided among 
a few devoted alumni. This lack of 
feeling and shortness of funds has been 
put at the door of mismanagement on 
the part of lax officials and at other 
times at the unsuccessful appeal for 
both to the graduates. It is note- 
worthy, however, that long after 
the State society became defunct; the 
Alumni Association of the California 
College of Pharmacy still lived and has 
always been more or less active. It is 
true that it has had some trying 
periods, but—unlike the State society— 
it has always found rescuers who bore 


it quite heroically through the ordeal. 


Evenly the newly organized State asso- 
ciation owes much of its new birth 
and growth to the nursing given it by 
the alumni of the college. 
An Appeal to the Graduates 

And now, proud of its help in the re- 
organization of the C. Ph. Assn., which 
sapped much of its own life during the 
last two years, the Alumni Association 
again looks upon a bright future and 
makes an earnest appeal to every 
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graduate of the college to add to its 
lustre. Every true and devoted gradu- 
ate is asked to add his or her name to 
the membership and to participate in 
all that is attempted. The financial 
outlay- of enrollment is nominal, and 
the time and inclination to interest one- 
self will not be in vain. If you are a 
graduate and are not on our list and 
still have a feeling for that institution, 
which gave you the best it could, will 
you not heed this call? If you have 
any personal feeling against any officer, 
it is still-:more a duty on your part to 
join and see that things are done above- 
board. Only if you are ashamed of 
your alma mater should you fail to add 
your mite; but if you see that those 
who have allowed themselves to be 
yoked with the responsibilities of of- 


fice are doing good work along proper 
lines, be just as anxious to talk about | 


it as you would be if you knew they 
were doing wrong. Do one or the 
other—boost or knock, and do it with 
all your might, but be sure you are 
right!

ALPHEUS P. SHARP 
Another prominent figure who has 
passed away is that of Mr. Alpheus 
P. Sharp, one of the founders of the

Mr. Sharp was eighty-six years old 
at the time of his death, which occurred 
at the home of his son, in Baltimore. 
Mr. Sharp was born in Winchester, 
Virginia, and began his pharmaceutical 
career when fourteen years of age. 

In 1847, when twenty-three years 
old, he opened a drug store at the cor- 
ner of Howard and Pratt Sts., Balti- 
more, and in 1860 entered into partner- 
ship with Mr. Louis Dohme, thus 
founding the house of Sharp & Dohme. 


Mr. Sharp withdrew from active par- 


ticipation in the business in 1885. 


THE A. D. S. MEETING ©

On the other hand, the Syndi- 
cate seemed more or less worried over 
the formation in the East of two big 
drug-store combinations. Among other 
interesting developments it was an- 
nounced that a soap plant had been 
purchased during the year, thus ex- 
tending the operations of the A. D. S. 
No dividends were declared, and it was 
voted instead to use the surplus in 


making extensions. The members were 
very hospitably and generously enter- 


tained and many shopping and sight- 


seeing tours were planned for the 


ladies. The A. D. S. is certainly spread- 
ing itself. There are big things in store 
for it, and we wish it every success. 


WHAT YOU SAVE? 

Is it possible for the Eastern jobbers 
to do business in the Rocky Mountain 
and Pacific Coast States and still save 
the retailer money? How can the St. 
Louis, Chicago or New York jobber 
pay freight charges across the conti- 
nent,and the high cost of securing busi- 
ness and yet offer lower prices than 
our local firms? These are pertinent 
questions and deserving of more than 
passing consideration. Leaving senti- 


ment and a desire to support our local | 


jobbers out of the question, are you 
able to save money by giving a part of 
your general business on drugs, chem- 
icals, sundries, toilets and patents to 
Eastern concerns who maintain repre- 
sentatives in the Western states? We 
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may answer “yes” and “no,” for on 
certain selected items you can save 
money—-say five or ten per cent—while 
on other articles you undoubtedly “pay 
the freight,” so that at the end of the 
year you have paid the full price for 
your purchases and are indeed for- 
tunate to have paid no more, for there 
isno gettingaway from the fact that the 
Eastern jobber is in business for profit 
and you know there can not only be 


no profit in many items sold and which 
or “bait,” but 


are used as “leaders” 
these are often sold at a loss in order 


to secure your account, and this loss 


is made up on other items, and for such 
you pay more than you would in your 
home market. 

The Eastern salesman will test his 
“business getters” first and quote you 
some very low prices on, say Lyons’ 
Tooth Powder, Epsom Salts and Sul- 


- phur, or whatever his “specials” may 


be for that trip, and then if he is of 


the right caliber—and if he 1s not there 


will be another man around to see you 
next trip—he will sell you something 
on which you pay for the inside price 
on the “leaders.” 

This is legitimate and we do not 
criticise the method nor those back of 
it, and we desire to be perfectly fair 
to every firm which solicits your busi- 


ness, so what we here state is not in- 


tended to be the narrow, near-sighted 
view of the back woodsman, but to 


determine if it is to your best interest 


to give a share of your patronage to 
Eastern firms, and if you have saved 
anything at the end of the year. 


order but the real question can only be 
answered by a careful examination of 
your invoices for the year. 

You must consider that the Eastern 
firms contribute nothing to your com- 
munity, pay no taxes, no salaries, no 
licenses and do nothing to add to the 
advancement of your city or state, 


postage or give up in despair. 


You 
can often save money on this week’s 
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while the local jobber is usually a 
property owner, taxpayer and has a 
force of employes, ranging from one to 
two hundred people. Claims for 
breakage, or goods damaged from any 
cause are easily adjusted with the local 
firm, while it is usually such a task 
to secure a settlement of a twenty-five 
cent claim with an Eastern concern 
that you either spend the amount in 
Again, 
when you have an unsalable line of 
goods on your shelves the local firm is 
always willing to assist you in ex- 


changing them for others, and this ac-_ 


commodation feature is of very great 
value to many of you. 
There comes a time with most of you 


when you need some credit, and when 
you do you don’t get it from the East- 


ern firm but from your local house. 
Indeed, it is the rule with the local 
jobber to have thousands of dollars 
“out” with those druggists who have 
been a little pushed to meet some of 
their Eastern bills. If the real truth 
was known many retailers often make 
their local jobber carry their account 
so that they may promptly pay the job- 
ber from the East. If retailers gen- 


erally gave the volume of their busi- 


ness to home firms, would it not enable 
them to give fully as good prices and 
terms as others? In fact better, for 
there would be no freight to add to the 


cost of doing business and it is only by 


volume that the Eastern jobber is able 
to cut the prices. You cannot expect 
to use your local firm as a convenient 
place to buy shorts and to work off 
containers and unsalable goods and yet 
get the best prices. We venture to 
state that no price quoted you by for- 
eign salesmen, unless below actual 


cost, would be refused by your jobber 


under the head of “competition price” ; 
if you doubt this try it, and if you 
want to know what you are saving on 
your purchase from the East, don’t fig- 
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ure what you save on one or two or 
a dozen items, or a gross of some fast 
seller, but take your invoices for the 
past year and examine them very care- 
fully. 

If you find the Eastern firms have 
been able to pay the freight—pay three 
times as much to sell the goods and 
yet have saved you a dollar, then put 
all sentiment aside and give them a 
share of your business, but, if on the 
other hand, you find that in summing 
up your total purchases, you could 


have bought as well at home, then you 


owe it to yourself, your business and 
your jobber to keep your money cir- 
culating where some of it may find its 
way to your cash register—it’s a long 
way from the home of the Eastern job- 
bers to your money drawer. 

What we say here applies only to 
jobbers and is not to apply to those 
manufacturers who do business direct 


with the retailers or with the retailer 


through the jobber, for these firms or 
specialty houses often offer special in- 
ducements not put in the hands of the 
wholesale trade—Pac. Drug Review.

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MUCH ADO(?) 

There has been a tremendous hulla- 
baloo over jobber’s charges for boxes, 

containers and cartage. There have 
been  vituperative tirades, photo- 
eraphic reproductions, editorial com- 
ment, convention resolutions, discus- 
sion at druggists banquets, etc., and all 
to what purpose? The writer has not 
conferred with the jobber in this mat- 
ter, neither is he a retail druggist. He 
is just a casual observer—an ordinary 
drug clerk if you please, who ventures 
to express an opinion. _ 

Bumper One: Cases. Jobbers charge 
for cases and such charges! True 
enough. But do you know, Mr. Drug- 
gist, that every one of those cases can 
be sent back, if a little care is exercised 
in removing the lid, and you receive 
full credit for them? To be sure you 


have return freight to pay, but the 
charge is generally nominal and in- 


creases in direct ratio to remoteness 
from center. The high tariff in re- 
mote regions can be, and generally is, 
overcome by bigger profits to the re- 
tailer. The writer is not familiar with 
the cost of packing cases, but he does 
know that fruit crates often cost more 
than the worth of the fruit. In all 
frankness the writer believes the drug- 
gist is sore because of the unprece- 
dented advance in the cost of fire- 
wood. 

Bumper Two: Containers. The 
writer easily remembers when the job- 
ber used to allow for returned contain- 
ers, and he also remembers the old, 
rusty, leaky, banged-up, rancid, greasy, 
sticky tin cans he used to dig up for 
the jobber to wash. The jobber just 
bucked, that’s all. 

Bumper Three: Charges for Cart- 
age. “We have to pay for cartage 
and our city cousins don’t,” expostu- 
lates the country druggist. And why? 
Because in the city goods are not 


packed. Goods are thrown helter- 


skelter into any old box and are sent 
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out in the ordinary course of the ex- 
pressman’s rounds. Goods that are 
shipped out of town are carefully 
packed by expert, high-priced packers, 
and in the writer’s experience he has 


known of but one or two instances of 


breakage. Then, the druggist holds 
back his order till “the last dog is 
hung” and insists on having his goods 
shipped promptly, so the obliging job- 
ber has special teams (did you ever 
have to pay a city teamster?) waiting 
to convey his goods post haste to the

this, Mr. Druggist. What right have 
you to burden and clog the jobbers’ 
business with your enclosures, and ex- 
pect him to pack and ship them to you 
for nothing? Do you know that some 
of your brethren frequently have more 
enclosures than they have goods from 
the jobber and often these enclosures 


are from competing houses at that? 


Do you suppose your city cousins in- 
flict that nuisance?

etors. Each and every succeeding dis- 
pensor ran the fountain as he saw fit, 
each one having different ideas, and 
therefore no two fountains were run on 
the same principle or had the same 


class of beverages. In one place egg 


phosphate would be sweet, another tart 
and yet in another it would be made of 
cream, etc. Now, when going to a 
first-class cafe and ordering a steak, 
New York cut, you would know ex- 
actly what you were going to get; ‘or 
if you went into a first-class bar you 


would ask for a certain kind of punch, 


you would know what would be served 
you. This is due to the fact that in all 


things they have a standard and invari- 


ably follow it, and that is just what we 
want in our line, “a standard.” Never 
mind about a lot of topical names 
which mean nothing and are only 
known to a few in your immediate 
vicinity. Why not have a list so that 
if one of your customers should go to 
the other side of the country, he would 
be sure to get the same beverage as he 
did at home, and vice versa? 

As it is now, when a dispenser from 
the East or South comes West, every- 
thing is Greek to him, and he has to 


tomers were used to that the em- 
ployer or head of the department, had 
to let them go, and so it goes from orte 
place to another. Not long ago I had 
a young man come to me for a position. 
These were his exact words: “I am a 


first-class soda dispenser, five years’ 


experience, three years in the West, 
and worked in every soda fountain in 
San Francisco.” Now, what was the 
result? I put him to work for an ex- 
periment, not affirming or denying any 
of his knowledge of the business. In 
three days he came to me of his own 
accord and said he thought he would 
quit. Upon my asking him why, he 
replied that he was accustomed to do- 
ing his work differently. In fact, he 
said that if he stayed he would have to 
learn all over again, as we made and 
served our drinks so differently. In 
fact, he could not do a single thing be- 
hind the counter properly for this rea- 
son, although he called himself a first- 
class dispenser. The breakage alone 
would more than pay his salary. 

Now, why not get together, and in- 
stead of wasting a lot of valuable time 
in squabbling over the benzoate of 
soda question, which does not matter 
one way or the other, and organize 
adopting a standard for the making, 
mixing and serving of most important 
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beverages; also adopt a system for the 


general management and running of a 


first-class soda fountain,-so that when 
you hire a dispenser you will know 
exactly what he is (and not a pig in the 
bag), the same as a chef, steward, bar- 
tender, etc. As it is now, you never 
know, and ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred they are failures.

DENATURED ALCOHOL NOT COM- 
MERCIAL ALCOHOL 


The term “denatured alcohol” has by 
law and usage come to mean an en- 
tirely different thing from commercial 
alcohol, as used for mechanical pur- 
poses, and hence its improper use may 
cause confusion in the mind of some 
unthinking druggist and lead him to 
imagine that he is at liberty to dispense 
the product known to the federal law 


as denatured alcohol, if it be pre- 


scribed by physicians. Such a mis- 


taken view might lead to very serious . 


consequences, and the National Drug- 
gist takes occasion to warn the trade 
that denatured alcohol must not be 


sold or dispensed, or used in the manu- 


facture of liquid medicinal preparations 


of any kind, whether intended for man 
or beast, or for internal or external use. 


Indeed, the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment has gone so far as to rule that it 
cannot be sold even for toilet purposes. 

The penalty for violation of the law 
which provides for denatured alcohol 
is almost barbarously severe. On con- 
viction for every offense the guilty per- 
son is subjected to a fine of not more 


than $5,000.00, or imprisonment for a 


period of up to five years, or both, and, 
in addition, forfeits ‘to the United 
States all personal property used in 
connection with his business, together 
with the buildings and lots or parcels 
of ground constituting the premises on 
which the unlawful act was performed 
or permitted to be performed.—Paint, 
Oil and Drug Review.
